Drums in Oakville 
SEPTEMBER 4, 1992 
erro Industrial Products Ltd. has 
\ been fined $80,000 by an Ontario 
court after pleading guilty to dis- 
charging hazardous liquids into the 
environment. 

The company manufactures then 
moplastics and resin ceramics at 354 
Davis.Rd. in Oakville. The manufac- 
turing operation generates a waste: 
stream composed of solvents such 
as acetone, phenolic resins and inor- 
ganic compounds. An inspection 
revealed that hundreds of 45-gallon 
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drums of waste products, some of 
them leaking, were stored at the 
plant without any approvals to store 
or treat the waste. 

“This type of action is totally irre- 
sponsible. I am pleased to see that 
the court imposed a severe fine on 
this company,” Environment . 
Minister Ruth Grier said. 

The company was fined under 
section 13(1) of the Environmental 
Protection Act, which relates to dis- 


charging a hazardous liquid into the 


environment. The offence occurred 
between April 1 and July 26, 1990.
